Full reports from all wants of the city 
show that Davis, Democrat, for governor, 
has been elected by a majority of 2,060. 
It 
is thought from returns thus far received 
from the various towns that Davis will have 
at least 2,000 majority in the whole state. 
Some towns are y et to be heard from, but 
the vote is so close that it will probably not 
reduce Davis' majority . At a late hour 
Wednesday night, indications were that the 
entire Democratic general ticket has been 
elected. 
The Democrats were jubilant in this city , 
and large crowds thronged the newspaper, tel­ 
egraph and other down-town offices. 
Later.—Davis* majority in the state will 
probably reach_ 1,000. 
This will also be 
about the majority of the rest of the Demo­ 
cratic ticket, including attorney general. 
The woman suffrage amendment was de­ 
feated by a large majority . 
The legislature, as far as returns have been 
received, wijl stand: 
House—27 Repub­ 
licans, 20 Democrats. 
Senate— « 8 Repub­ 
licans, 10 Democrats. 
Four cities or towns 
are y et to be heard from. 
The cause o f the result is the revo lt o f the 
Pro hibitio nists against the metho d o f execu­ 
tio n o f the pro hibito ry law ado pted last year. 
The chief co nstable is the o fficial who is re­ 
spo nsible fo r its enfo rcement, and Brayto n 
was elected to that place by the legislature— 
and mo st o f tho se who vo ted fo r him have 
been left at ho me this time. 
A large sectio n 
o f the Pro hibitio nists believed that tho legis­ 
lature selected Brayto n because they believed 
ho wo uld no t enfo rce the law, and, tho ugh 
he claims to have do ne all in his po wer, the 
fact that he has no t entirely put an end to 
dram-selling and dr;im*drinking has been the 
great campaign cry o f the o ppo sitio n.

I pass to Columbus, the Athens of Missis­ 
sippi, find par excellence the most lwnmtiful 
city ia tho state. Before the war it was re­ 
nowned for its aristocracy , its culture and 
dignity . The results of the war have some­ 
what changed the business methods of her 
people, but the aristocratic element has not 
decay ed. It has descended from father to 
son, from mother to daughter. The old fam­ 
ilies were mostly Georgians, and their chil­ 
dren are still proud of their Georgia lineage. 
When the state resolved that her girls should 
have an equal chance with her Imy s, Colum­ 
bus was easily chosen as the place where to 
erect an institution that would accomplish 
this end. The buildings are as beautiful in 
their design and modest adornments as the 
.'»60 pupils who occupy them. It was a lovely 
sight, and almost made an old man shed a 
tear of regret that he could not renew his 
y outh and spend another life in hailing dis­ 
tance of this lovely place. But my reverie 
was dispelled as I thought of home and wife 
and loving children, and then my fond heart 
was content—content to go along down the 
valley and listen to Mrs. Arp as she sings: 
“John Anderson, my Jo.” 
. 
A BOLD EXPERIMENT. 
This is no ordinary female college. There 
is nothing like it either north or south. Mis­ 
sissippi has made a new dej>nrture—a bold 
experiment. 
Wise heads have divined new 
methods for these n ew times. 
Every thing is 
business now, and we must keep up with it. 
The girls uses! to be reared by loving parents 
to be ladies—ladies of elegant leisure—ladies 
fit to be wives and mothers, and nothing else; 
but now the wife and the mother must l»e 
something else. She must Is? a helpmate, or 
as the Scriptures say a “helpmeet”—that is, 
she must helpmeet the expenses. Every where 
I go I hear the earnest, anxious inquiry , 
“What shall we do with our daughters? They 
are willing, they are capable, but what can 
they do?” The chief aim and end of this in 
stitution is to answer this question, to solve 
this problem, and if it proves a success, then 
Mississippi will deserve the praise. 
This college is not y et two y ears old, but it 
is, so far. a grand success. Nobody doubts it 
now. The nation is looking at it with in 
creased interest. Committees from nort hern 
•-'tales have visited it and are still visiting. 
Dr. May o, of Boston, was there a few day s 
ago to see the actual practical working of tin» 
institution, and was filled with admiration. 
These girls are happily mingling work with 
study , in one department they are cutting 
and fitting dresses and other garments after 
the most approved methods. 
In another the 
washing and ironing are going on in a laun 
dry that is operated by steam. The girls are 
trained to cook, but do not do the cooking, 
but they wash the dishes and set the tables, 
and do all the housework. They do not pre­ 
pare the garden, but they plant it and culti­ 
vate it, and were proud to show me their 
several plots. In one large room they were 
drawing and sketching and coloring designs 
for carpets, designs for oilcloths and wall 
paper and Christmas cards. Manv of them 
were exqusitely beautiful, and find ready sale 
in northern markets. Southern flowers and 
iruits and vines and grasses and autumn 
leaves predominate in these designs, and gives 
them more ready sale. 


MODELING IN CLAY. 
In another department the girls were mod­ 
eling in clay , and their handiwork was seer, 
in vases and urns and statuary . Here, too, 
they were painting on china andqueensware.’ 
Ty pewriting is taught, and is much more 
easily learned than is music upon the plan >. 
The president’s secretary is one of his pupils, 
and she rapidly answers his numerous corre­ 
spondents upon the caligrapb. Phonography 
is especially taught, and many of the ad­ 
vanced pupils can easily record 120 words in 
a minute. 
1 wo of them recorded every 
word of Sam Jones’ sermon, and they were 
sent broadcast all over the laud. For this 
work they each received 14 a day . Music 
and painting, of course, are taught. ! do 
not now recall the other industrial pursuits, 
for my visit was a hurried one, and with so 
many bright ey es and smiling faces turned 
toward me I was obliged to forget something. 
Three hundred and sixty girls in tasteful uni­ 
form gathered before me in the beautiful col­ 
lege chapel, and iny thoughts ran rapidly as 
I wondered, Where are the boy s to match 
them? Well, I don’t know, but it seems to 
me if I were a young man I would move to 
Columbus and take my chances for captur­ 
ing one. 
The girls pay board here, too, at ft* prime 
cost, which averages $8 .60 per month, includ­ 
ing washing and fuel and water and lights. 
Everything is in nerfectlx womanly order.
